WASAINOTON, Feb. 5.—The bids for the 


1100,000,000 thirty-year, 
four per cent. 


United States bonds were opened at the 
treasury department at noon today. The 
principal condition is that the bonds must 
be paid for in gold. The present issue of 
bonds is the fourth since February 1,189-1, 
all of them having been made ostensibly 
to maintain the treasury gold reserve. 
The bids were opened in the room of 
Secretary Carlisle. Nearly all of those 
present as bidders came from New York, 
but there was a sprinkling of financiers 
and bankers from Chicago, Cincinnati and 
other western cities and some from Bos- 
ton. Hundreds of millions of dollars were 
represented by these men. 


At 12.15 p. m. Comptroller Eckels ap- 


peared with a list of the bids in his hands 
and under immediate charge of Assistant 
Secretary Curtis. The following commit- 
tee opened the bids: James H. Eckels, 
comptroller ot currency; Daniel N. Mor- 
gan, United States treasurer, and A. T. 
Huntington, chief of the division of loans 
and currency. 


At 1 o'clock it was found three thou- 


sand, seven hundred and seven bids had 
been received, amounting to $380,232,500, 
ranging in price from par up to 119 and a 
fraction. All bids have not yet been en- 
tered, and they will probably bring the 
number up to 4500 with a corresponding 
increase in the total.

The total number of bids is 4640, aggre- 


gating $568,269,850. This is after rejecting 
as bogus a bid from Texas for $16,000,000 
and one for f 100,030,000 from a physician 
in Michigan.

Jacksonville, Vt., and the neighboring 


towns are reported to be deeply stirred by 
the marvelous cures being effected by 
Bradley C. Newell, a Jacksonville black- 
smith, by the laying on of hands. 


Mr. Newell is about thirty years old. 


He stands over six feet high and weighs 
250 pounds. In speaking the other day of 
his remarkable gift, which he does not at- 
tempt to account for, he said he waa 
standing at his forge one day in August 
last, when there came i whisper in his 
ear, commanding him to go forth and 
heal. His first subject was his wife, who 
had suffered for years with dreadful head- 
aches, which compelled her to go to bed 
for several days at a time. He reasoned 
that if he could cure disease, here was 
the place to begin. 
He tried his 


power, and to their great astonishment, 
she immediately got up free from her head- 
ache, and they took a, journey together. 
Since that hour he has been more deeply 
impressed with the feeling that he had 
been given this power for some purpose 
unknown to him, possibly from God, but 
he resolved to do what he could to relieve 
suffering humanity, and he has since 
treated nearly 2,000 cases, all with more 
or less success, a fact Which is fully con- 
firmed by scores of people in Whitingham 
and adjoining towns. "I can't attempt to 
explain this power," he said, "I have no 
particular sensation when taking hold of 
the hand of a patient, nor do I know why 
I take hold of the hand; simply, I sup- 
pose, because something tells me to do it 
that way, and I do it.

I have 
charged nothing so ar for treating my 
neighbors, though soi le have insisted on 
paying a little. I war to stay right here 
in my native town, w lich I love, and I 
should be unwilling ' o go about healing 
unless I was command <d to do so." 


Mr. Newell has tr >ated people for 


rheumatism, headach , toothache, back- 
ache and, in tact, for o it sorts of ailments, 
and several chronic Ceases are said to 
have been treated with good success. One 
case in the village of Jacksonville is fre- 
quently reierred to as something remarka- 
ble. Fordyce Hager,a little son of Freeman 
Hager, had been left practically helpless 
from an attack of Scarlet fever. The lit- 
tle fellow could not move his limbs or 
hips. Newell was called by the boy's 
father. The first time the healer visited 
the boy he found him in bed perfectly 
helpless. He took hold of his hand and 
in five minutes he moved his feet. He 
treated him four times, and the last time 
the boy got up and went to playing as 
well apparently as ever. 


Edgar Fuller, president of the Wilming- 


ton savings bank, brought his wife to see 
Newell. She had been on crutches four 
years from an injury in being thrown 
irom a sleigh. It was with difficulty that 
she went about on crutches. After one 
treatment she walked out of the house 
and got into the wagon unattended, a 
thing, her husband said, he had not seen 
her do for four years. 


Mrs. Carley of Jacksonville, who had

Newell saw her twice and she now 
tells her friends that she is all right.

places, but about four years ago he re- 
turned to his native town and bought 
Tuttle's blacksmith shop in Jacksonville, 
where he has since worked at his trade.

other crowd in. Hence this industry and 
tbe defeat of justice. 


"Europe's wisest physician touched bis

A recent editorial in the TRANSCRIPT, 


suggested by the man Kent's escape from 
justice by some legal torn-foolery in the 
superior court, created a good deai of ad- 
vene comment against our courts of (in)- 
justlce, and received the hearty approval 
of this whole community. 


The criticism evidently reached the ears 


of court officials, who are very sensitive 
to public censure. The Pittsfleld Eagle of 
last evening comes forwurd to make this 
explanation, saying: 


"TheNort'i Adams Transcript and the 


Eagle recenl 'y criticised tbe action of the 
superior court in suspending sentence in 
the case of Herbert Kent of Will iametown 
who was convicted of illegal liquor sel- 
ling. .Regarding the cose, District Attor- 
ney Gardner says that there was a serious 
qucj ion relative to the state line and the 
defendant's counsel noted a number of 
exceptions which were important enough 
to delay sentence until they could be 
passed upon by the higher court. If the 
exceptions should be over-ruled at the 
September sitting of the supreme court, 
sentence could not be imposed until next 
January, and if sustained, the verdict 
would be set aside. Through an under- 
standing that sentence should be deferred 
until the July term, the exceptions were 
waived and the defendant promised to 
permaasstly quit the business. Under 
the circumstances, it was thought by the 
court that the disposition made of the 
case was both wise and judicious, result- 
ing as was certain, in an earlier infliction 
of punishment than was otherwise possi- 
ble, and affording ground for the anticipa- 
tion that as the basis of an application for 
clemency at the hands of the court, and a 
hope to escape the extreme penalty ot 
the law, the defendant might be led to 
abandon the business which for years had 
been the cause of so much complaint." 


The Eagle says that it is glad to learn of 


this explanation, and accepts it as justify- 
ing this plain miscarriage of justice. 


We are not willing to accept any such 


excuses. Justice has been outraged in this 
case and some one is grievously at fault. 
If Kent, by the quibbles of the law, or 
through the connivance of lawyers, can 
•scape punishment for his years of out- 
Mgeons conduct, who cannot escape? 
The law has proven itself a farce in this 
ease, and the people of this community 
hold it in contempt for its failure and 
inefficiency. 


As for District Attorney Gardner we 


cannot presume to judge. We would be 
•low indeed to do him an injustice. But 
we do know that at this very time 
an ex-officer of the law in another county 
Colonel Mce, is bringing grave charges 
of failure in duty against this same dis- 
trlct attorney. The Springfield Republi- 
can in a defense of Mr. Gardner yet makes 
this admission: "No doubt the liquor 
power wields great iDflueaoe,but suspicion 
toward this class should not be carried to 
an unreasonable extent. It is certain that 
Marshal Bice and other marshals have 
carefully worked up cases until conviction 
seemed clear, only to have them set aside 
and the district attorney has no doubt ex! 
perienced similar disappointments in an- 
peftVjigtoajury." 


The sentiment of the people is almost 


unanimously against the courts audits 
officers in the case. Yesterday this paper 
contained a communication from a respect- 
ed Wiliiamstown citizen, who expressed 
the existing feeling admirably when he 
•aid: 


"The action of the superior court in 


the case of the convicted rumseller, 
Kent, is a great moral wrong inflicted 
upon the community. Who wants to 
entangle himself in such a lawsuit which 
results in snob a fcrcial conclusion, and, in 
truth, a condemnation of the prosecution? 
And not only is this a shock to the 
moral sense a community, but it is a fatal 
break in all legal temperance work. If 
the tears, cruelty and suffering consequent 
upon this man's sale of rum could have 
been fitly portrayed, would the district 
attorney and judge have consented to 
such an outrageous conclusion ?" 


A little volume of poems bearing the 


title, "Apples of Istakhar," has come to 
our desk through the kindness of a North 
Adams friend of the author.

Too many 
violators of the liquor law have escaped 
their just deserts recently, and it has 
raised a storm about the district attorney's 
head. He comes out in a long defense of 
himself in the Republican today. People 
of this vicinity are thinking of the Kent 
case.

The W. C. T. U. Wants to Have Industrial 


Homes Established. 


Mrs. M. B. Ellis of Orange, N. J., na- 


tional superintendent of legislation and 
enforcement of law for the Woman's 
Christian Temperance union, has issued 
circulars to the unions of the United 
States 
calling 
attention 
to 
the 


proposition that the state shall found in- 
dustrial homes in which drunkards shall 
be detained by order of the court. Eng- 
land has already gona a long way toward 
securing s>.ch a law. It has passed the 
Hovseof Commons, and the next parlia- 
ment will undoubtedly place the subject 
before its members. The Austrian Gov- 
ernment is about to introduce a bill which 
proposes to treat the drunkard as a person 
mentally incapable and likely to inflict 
injury upon the community, not only by 
actual violence but by example, and to 
provide for him a detention which in to 
be two years with po~er to extend or di- 
minish the time according to results.

SutMtltotes For Hay. 


It Is not an unusual occurrence that th» 


weather in the spring Is so dry that the 
hay crop is short or an almost total fail- 
ure. It is strange that some way caunot 
bo devised for irrigating at least a suffi- 
cient amount of tillable laud to insure the 
farmer a good hay crop. There is no ration 
that will take the place of this, and the 
facilities far making sure of it are any- 
thing 
but satisfactory. 
Every farmer 


should set apart a certain portion of his 
low land for hay. In wet weather he is 
likely to have a good, crop anyway, and 
In dry times a well cared for field of low 
land will do much to bridge over the time 
between late autumn and early spring, 
when there is nothing whatever out of 
doors for stock to eat. The practice of 
•owing millet, sorghum, oowpeas or 
crimson clover late in the season, when 
tbo indications ore that fall pasture will 
be poor, aud that tho hay crop Is altogeth- 
er unsatisfactory, is becoming general. 
Cornstalks may be cut as soon as the ears 
•re ripe. The earlier they are cut tho more 
nutritious they are and the more valuable 
for feeding. As a rule, farmers give too 
little attention to cornstalks, which, when 
properly cured, are among the most useful 
of food products for stock, especially BO in 
the absence of an abundance of good hay. 
Ryo makes a good crop, but should never 
be fed to cows that are giving milk, as it 
imparts an unpleasant flavor to the milk 
and is by many persons considered un- 
wholesome.— New York Ledger.

U.D., was an eye-witness of tho Armenian 
nmssucri-s In tliu section around Harpoot. 
where h« is loeutod as missionary, mid 13 
well fitted to discuss tho matter. Ho 
sends tlio following letter from (lio scenes 
of the niHKsacros, which is published in 
The Conjjregutionalisu today: 


In such a disaster as has come upon this 


country it is iini>us^ible to secure accurate 
Information. Kven where uu attempt is 
innde to smiro reports in a village they 
are .sometimes much exaggerated, nud In 
Borne cases there is ::i\ underestimate. Tho 
reitru of terror is not yet over, and many 
of the prominent Christians whose lives 
uro spared scarcely venture from their 
hiding places, anil oftentimes do cut 
know what has befallen some of their 
nearest neighbors. 


The desolation 
is almost universal. 


Even tho Christian villages that have been 
spared have suffered so much in one way 
and another time in ordinary times they 
would be considered to havo met with 
calamity. The reports of deaths in our 
own Held that have reached lls amount to 
somu 16,1100. We now know that in many 
cases they have lieen much exaggerated. 
but there are large numbers of villages 
from which we have heard nothinK except 
that there have been plunder and massacre, 
nnd we are conlident that if wo had all 
the facts ouv reported aggregate would lie 
le»s than the reality. 


Thero is another feature of the case of 


which wo aro just learning, nud that is 
tho death of children. This has not previ- 
ously, been reported. 
Men, when they 


found their own death was inevitable, 
have killed their daughters to savo them 
from a fate worse than death. 
Kven 


mothers in their flight cast away young 
children, and siimu 
were thrown inm 


streams to save them from the Turks. In 
somo cases families who had secreted 
themselves strangled their Infiint children 
lest their cries should reveal their loca- 
tion. 


The forcible conversion to Mohamme- 


danism is perhaps the darkest side of this 
uwful picture. Many men have died as 
murlyrs, Gregoriaus as well as Protestants. 
They would not for a moment listen to 
tho proposition to save their lives by 
changing their faith. 


A still larger number, some through the 


natural fear of death aud some out of re- 
gard to their families, have professed a 
conversion to Islam, and have submitted 
to Its rites aud are practicing its worship 
in the confident expectation that relief 
will come from this pressure. Some of 
this latter class are among our besc breth- 
ren, and our hearts are rent and torn by 
th« recital of their distress. 


The pressure in tho cities is not open 


•nd strong, although in the height of tho 
massacre it was severe, but iu the villages 
It still abides, though I believe the govern- 
ment) has taken some mild steps to relieve 
it. 


Christian public worship is suspended 


almost everywhere. 
Even where the 


Christians have not changed their faith, 
nud where churches and chapels are not in 
ruins, they are afraid to meet lest their 
coming together might invite attack. 
Very few houses of worship remain unin- 
jured. Where they have not been burned, 
they have been badly damaged and are 
unlit for use. 
Some have beeu converted 


into mosques. 


Five pastors and four licensed preachers 


have been killed, another preacher is 
wounded, a pastor is in prison and most of 
the remainder aro fugitives from their 
places of labor or ara afraid to show them- 
selves iu public. There seems to be spe- 
cial animosity against Protestantism. 


Mo Proteitautiitu. 


In some places the Turks declare that 


they will not tolerate Protestantism any 
longer—that they will recognize hereafter 
only one Christian community. 
There 


has also beeu a large sacrifice of Gregorian 
priests. Many places have neither priest 
nor preacher. In some cases the priests 
have accepted Mohammedanism. 


It is a cruel, relentless Mohammedan 


crustule, such as one could never have 
dreamed possible In this age of the world. 
I have even heard of Moslems catching 
the blood of Christians in their hands 
and drinking it as a draught refreshing 
to their souls. Thus it will be seen that 
Christianity Is under a dense, dark cloud. 


The government makes a desperate ef- 


fort to lay the blame of all this on the Ar- 
menians in its official report. I presume 
that the same -charge has been made by 
the central government for this region, 
although the Christian population were 
like frightened sheep, and, in the hope of 
relieving suspicion nnd averting disaster, 
they voluntarily surrendered their arms 
to the government before the raid. 


la all the massBJies, the plundering and 


burning of houses and the firing of sol- 
diers in this vicinity, I have not heard 
that a single Kurd or Turk was even 
wounded, or that a Christian offered any 
rcsfotancc. This attitude of the Christians 
doubtless bavod a ^reat many lives. 


Nevertheless, tiie mayor of '.his city had 


the effrontery to tell me tho other day that 
the r:o« in this city was cause-1 by an Ar- 
menian firing ague, and tho chief of police 
ar tho same lime said that the massacre in 
Malaria bpg;m by an Armenian barber 
cutt ins the throat of a Kurd whom he was 
shaving. An Armenian did cut a Kurd's 
throat, but not until ho saw hie brother 
nud others out down at the door of his 
shi>;i and realized that the Turks and 
Kurds had begun u inas&jicre In the streets. 


I:i Malatia and Arubkir the Armenians, 


when driven to their houses aad chur»hes, 
saw that no quarter would be given, so 
they defended themselves as best they 
could, bufc this, doubtless, greatly In. 
created the mortality on their own side as 
it still more exasperated the Turks. 


Fur months past we havo received fewer 


and fewer American papers nnd maga- 
zii.e.s. and thuao which did come had torn 
out of them all reference to Turkish poli- 
tics. JTow our papers have stopped alto- 
gethLT, except now and then one that 
never ri'fers to political matters. 


We are, however, extremely glad that 


our letters reach us for the most part 
\Vo aro beginning to receive expressions 
of sympathy from friends iu the dear 
home laud—written after the llrst dis- 
patchea in regard to our disaster. These 
letters so full of loving sympathy and 
containing the assurance that many pray- 
ers tire offered for us and for this stricken 


proplo have moved our hearts to their 
very depths, and have drawn ont our 
tears. Our own sufferings have been very 
slight. 


Much disappointment has been felt hero 


that all our Ijuildinss were not burned, as 
it was tt«c manifest determination of even 
some high in authority to do, in the hope 
that they wonld be rid of us altogether. 
Since the riot n- petition has been circu- 
lated by Turks, who constrained many 
Armenians to sign it through fear, asking 
for our expulsion as disturbers of the peace 
•nd as promoters of the revolutionary sen- 
timent among the Armenians, but here 
we are, and, God helping ue, here we shall

this wurU, (xmlldcut lhat it k divinely or- 
dained, and that out o( these ruins shall 
f.'lm a temple to the divine honor. 


We do not need to ask Christian people 


to pray for Turkey and for the coming of 
Christ's kingdom here, a kingdom of joy 
nnd peace, for they do that already. Al! 
the indications are that the strugdo 
against Christianity is not yet past, and 
that it is to be a severe one.

For the year men have earned 
Jli-'S.56a nioutli; women $48.33, and while 
tho wages of men have decreased 8G cents 
a month, those of women have Increased 
47 cents. For 10 yenrs the men have 
pained $7.83 n month and women $4.53. 
The disparity in average ages of women 
ind men is great.

tonio cape. Wliile tho fleet, with which 
we had several "encounters," so to speak, 
while along tho northern coast, was keep- 
ing a good watch'between Cuba, Florida 
and 
Mexico, several good expeditions 


landed in the Orient from Jamaica, Santo 
Domingo, aud by this time the stores they 
brought are safely In the hands of our 
friends in the Sierra Maestra mountains. 
Our line of communication between this 
end of the island and the province of San- 
tiago de Cuba la practically perfect, and 
we have no reason ta fear being cut off at 
any time. 


General Maceo says there Is no use deny- 


ing that the insurgents have not arms for 
all the men anxious to join tho army, but 
adds that a great improvement has taken 
place in this respect during the last two 
months, and closes his letter as follows: 


"I will not venture, as you ask me, tc 


Bay how long the war will last. It may be 
a conflict of months or of years; there i? 
no telling. But this much is certain, that 
tho red and yellow fl'jg of Spain will nevei 
wave again in triumph over an enslaved 
Cuba. Cuba must be free. 
The lc-ug- 


oppressed people have dedicated anew 
their lives to the work of emancipation 
urn! the God of heaven will strengthec 
their arms."

SpaniHh Vlctovlfls, of Conrfte. 


An official dispatch from Uabana gives a 


detailed acoimut of the engagement be- 
tween G'jm-ral Luque ana- 'ne forces of 
Antonio Maceo. The battle was fierce1? 
contested, and the advantage is claimed 
to be all on the side of the Spanish as a 
result. 


But it is significant that Maceo's forces, 


instead of bomg turned back to the west- 
ward, proceeded on their way toward 
Habana province after the battle. 


The following points are gathered from 


the official report of the engagement. 
General Luquo Ifft the city of Piu-ir del 
Eio at 7 o'clock oa the morning of Feb. Z 
(Sunday), intending to march to Consola- 
tion del Sur in search of an engagement 
with the main foroo of tho insurgents, 
who were known to bo in that district. 
General Luquo had tho advantage of tho 
direction of a skillful guide, who was ap- 
parently posted as to tho whereabouts of 
the insurgents and agreed to lead them to 
thu camp occupied by the insurgent lead- 
ers—Maceo, Miro, Znyas, Chileno and 
Sotomayor. 


At 8 o'clock in the evening the Spanish 


columns had arrived at Arroyo de Agua, 
and here they rested on their arms until 
midnight of Sunday, when they took up 
their line of march again, following tho 
direction of the railroad whicli runs be- 
tween Consolacion del Sur and Paso Real, 


At 8 o'clock Monday morning the Span- 


ish had arrived at the farm of Candehira, 
on their way to San Diego de Los Banos, 
but they turned south again towards La 
Herradure, and continuing their march 
they met the insurgents about 2 o'clock in 
the afternoon at the town of Paso Real. 


An attack was immediately opened 


upon the insurgents in the town. They 
held xtheir position with the greatest 
tenacity, from the vantage ground of the 
houses nud walls of the streets. From 
these points it was found difficult to dis- 
lodge them, though a flre was directed 
upon them from all sides. 


The Si anish formed for a regular and 


systematic attack, the vanguard of the 
columns under Colonel Hernandez charg- 
inar their oositiou by the left flank, while 
the ranter and rear guard of the Spanish, 
under the .direct command of General 
tuque, forced themselves into tho central 
street of the village and attacked by the 
tight flank, charging with vigor and, de- 
termination. 


Seeing their position thus Imperiled, 


•nd themselves In danger of having their 
retreat cut off, the Insurgents made a 
rapid retreat to 'tlie extreme western 
limits of the village, doing some elocution 
during the retreat. Here they formed 
their lines for a further stand against the 
attack oC the Spaniards. 
, 


A volley from1 the rifles of the troops 


failed to break the- ttae 'of the insurgent 


but they still stood their ground, and 
even in the fitce of a third wilier of riflo 
bullets they refused to budge an inch and 
obstinately maintained their formidable 
line. 


The Spanish cavalry were then ordered 


to charge, and they swept down with great 
valor on the devoted band led by Lieuten 
ants Horrera and Bertmguar. The insur- 
gents wore unable to stand this Juslnu^ht, 
and their formation was broke a nnd they 
were put to flight, 10 of them Leing killed 
with cavalry sabers. 


They wore pursued by tlie Spanish 


cavalry outside the limits of the village, 
but tiny pursuers were here met by a force 
of Insurgent cavalry, numbering 10UO, and 
tho pursuit was checked. The insurgent 
cavalry made a stand and meC the attack 
of the Spanish, covering tho retreat of 
their friomls and stubbornly refusing to 
give wny in face of tiie Spanish fl.ro until

Meanwhile the Cubans hud worked th«ir 


way aheud, and once more made a vigor- 
ous stand against the onslaught of the 
Spanish troops. 
The battalion of San 


Qiiiutiu advanced upon them, but it was 
only after repeated volleys had hcoa fired 
into them that their position was taken 
and the village was in possession oC the 
Spanish. 


But still the insurgents did not abandon 


the field, but only gave back hofuru the 
troops and prepared to make a lust stand 
in n, palm grove about three kilometer.-, 
distant. Here they formed a line of de- 
fense again, the center being further ad- 
vanced than the iUuks, and awaited au 
attack. 


The line of the troops was formed by 


two companies from tlio battalion of iia- 
biiyn and on.? company of the battalion ot 
Galicia on tile left wing, under Gulojiol 
Hernandez; a battalion and three com- 
panies of the San Qiuutiu regiment, with 
the colonel in command, but under the 
immediate orders of General Lnque, for

The Biennial Amendment Resolve. 


BOSTON, Feb. 5.—Mr. Melieu yesterday 


raised a point of order on the resolve in 
favor of biennial elections, and although 
overruled by Speaker Mover, tha leader from 
Worcester created such consternation In 
the ranks of those in favor of the measura 
that they were glad to make the conces- 
sion of recommitting back to the commit- 
tee on constitutional amendments. 


The point was that that reported by tha 


committee this year is not a transcript 
of the resolve which passed the house of 


j last year, and that it does not agree in its 
! form with the records of 1895; that the re- 
' solve of last year provided that it should 


i take effect in 1898, while the present re- 


i solve provides that it shall become opera- 


i tivo in 1807.

Tho delay that will ensue as a result of 


sending it back to the committee has 
scared the advocates of biennials, and 
other points of order, it is said, will be 
raised when It is reported buck that will 
mean its death this year. 


Mr. Weyinouth ot Pltchburg Introduced 


a resolve appropriating for the grading of

state children's bureau. It is similar to 
lihat which was before last year's legisla- 
ture, aud its purpose Is to secure the best; 
possible attention to the dependent and 
neglected children in tlio care of the state, 
more especially to those boarded out iu 
private families. 


Mr, Myers has filed two bills with the 


clerk of the house, ono to authorize the 
purchase and consolidation of street rail- 
ways, the other to authorize contracts and 
leases between street railway companies. 
The object of both bills is to avoid tho 
necessity of so many special acts, and in 
each case all acts done are to be subject to 
approval by the railroad commissioners. 


The governor submitted to tho senate 


and house a supplemental report of tlio 
commissioners appointed to promote uni- 
formity of legislation throughout the sev- 
eral states. The "supplemental report" 
consists of a printed report of the pro- 
ceedings ot the fifth conference of the 
state board of commissioners, held at De- 
troit iu August last, 


A bill to preserve the Bulfinch front of 


the state house was introduced by Senator 
Irwln. Tho provisions of the hill are sub- 
stantially the plans of last year, which 
were to havo steel ribs placed inside the 
structure, the whole expense not to exceed 
$330,000. 


Rupture Threatened. 


LONDON, Feb. 5.—The Chronicle an- 


nounces that the Liberals will challenge 
the government at the earliest moment 
in parliament on the abandonment of 
th» Armenians. 
It is believed, The 


Chronicle continues, that Mr. Balfour 
Vill then make unexpected revelations 
concerning the action of previous indi- 
viduals and governments on the Ar- 
menian question. The Liberals regard 
the Venezuelan affair as too important to 
be raised as a mere side-issue upon the ad- 
dress. Therefore the house will be ad- 
journed after the adoption of the address, 
so as to secure a full debate on Venezuela. 


A Busy Term. 


WASHIXOTOS, Feb. 6. — The 
October 


term of the supreme court of the United 
States was concluded yesterdoy, and the 
court adjourned until March 2. During 
the term 317 cases have been disposed of, 
as against 166 last year. Before adjourn- 
ing, the court changed tho assignment of 
the sugar bounty <-ases from the first to 
the third Monday in March, and also re- 
ceived a motion from the attorney general 
to advance on the docket the case of the 
steamer Coquitlan claim, which involves 
questions of international importance.
